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A List of R. P. O. Postmarks 


HIS list of current U. S. Railway Post Office markings is the first such complete list to have been published in re- 

cent years in the philatelic press. This list includes all postmarks in use as well as all others discontinued since Sep- 

tember, 1936. The spelling and abbreviations will with very few exceptions be found to tally exactly with the 

wording of the postmarks. Those marked with one asterisk(*) have been discontinued; those followed by two aster- 
isks(**) were ordered changed to slightly different spelling; and those marked with three asterisks(***) indicate markings 
in use briefly or which may not exist at all. Some of these last two classifications may not exist as usually new postmark- 
ing stamps are not supplied immediately and instances are known of offices whose name was changed and the new marking 
did not arrive for some months—if at all. Since the Railway Mail Service includes all travelling post offices in domestic 
service, some of these offices actually are operated on steamboats, though such postmarks have no distinguishing lettering. 
At present there are about 1100 different markings in use, each of which at different times includes varying direction or 
train number inserts such as “South” “North” “Tr315” “Tr 1” etc. The list is alphabetical since to list the offices by states 
would not be practical as some offices operate in two or more states. Additions and corrections to this list will be appre- 
ciated. The Railway Mail Service was first established as an experiment in 1862 on a line operating between Hannibal 
and St. Joseph, Mo., in a special car on a regular passenger train, clerks sorting mails en route so that the pouches could 
be dispatched onward immediately at the terminal points. A cancellation was in use, but is rarely seen as little mail was 
handed into the car at way points other than that already postmarked at regular post offices. During the 1870s the service 
was gradually extended to cover the principal railroad lines, special cars being built equipped with sorting racks and with 
a letter drop for convenience of the public. It was and still is the custom at many small towns on branch lines for people 
to meet the daily train for the purpose of mailing their letters on the car. Until the automobile cut so heavily into rail- 
way passenger service, Railway Post Offices could be found in operation on trains of almost any road over 35 miles long. 
Most of the shorter routes are now being discontinued, the number of offices declining steadily for some years. Sometimes 
the revenue from carrying the mails has been a big factor in continued operation of some small lines. Many routes have 
been replaced with the less costly star route carriers who by truck or wagon carry the pouches to isolated offices, but 
without sorting any mail. Though Railway Postal Clerks sell stamps of the three commonest denominations, they do not 
accept any mail other than first class matter. 

Collecting Railway Postmarks has long been a popular part of our hobby. Many early cancellations on early issues bring- 
ing excellent prices. Collecting cancellations of today can be made a very fascinating hobby and for the collector who does 
not wish to save entire covers, we suggest cutting the cancellation with the stamp from the cover. The standard size to cut 
such pieces is 4 inches wide by two inches high. In this form they are easily mounted and classified. 

In line with Linn’s policy to offer service to its readers we ask all who collect these current railway postal markings, 
and who would wish to exchange with other collectors to send us their name and address, stating whether they collect en- 
tire covers or whether they want the 2x4 sizes. We will then publish all these names under a special column offering to ex- 
change and thus help you get in contact with other collectors interested in this line.

Pan American Airways has _ been 
awarded the contract for carrying the 
mails on F. A. M. 17 from the United 
States to Bermuda, service to commence 
March 16th. The postmaster at Balti- 
more will be provided with a cachet for 
use on all first flight covers. Covers do 
not have to be mailed at Baltimore, but 
may be mailed at any point, bearing the 
notation “Hold for first flight” providing 
they are addressed to some point in Ber- 
muda. Collectors may address covers to 
themselves at their home address and 
send such covers under cover to the Bal- 
timore postmaster. Bermuda will back- 
stamp all such covers and forward the 
covers by ordinary mail to addressee. No 
arrangements have been made for air- 
mail service from Bermuda to the U. S., 
service for the present being in one di- 
rection only. Postage is 10c per half 
ounce from any continental U. S. point, 
and for the possessions this sum in ad- 
dition to the air mail rate from the pos- 
sessions to the United States.

Traveling Philatelic Agent 
in the Netherlands 





Holland has a rather unusual method 
of meeting demands of stamp collectors 
for picked stamps and special issues. In 
addition to the office at the capital where 
stamps of the country and all Dutch 
colonies may be obtained, the postal 
system has a traveling philatelic agent, 
who visits all the large cities in rota- 
tion, appearing in a different one each 
day. His coming is announced by a 
poster in the lobby and on the day set, 
the agent sets up another poster in the 
postoffice lobby and proceeds to sell any 
and all stamps requested. The usual 
hours are 2 to 5 P. M. Since Holland 
has such a large proportion of stamp

collectors, the agent seldom has much 
of anything other than current stamps of 
the Netherlands and colonies. This un- 
usual manner of catering to philatelic 
demands was described in a talk before 
the Columbus Philatelic Club by Pete 
Vanleeuwen, who visited the country 
recently. Mr. Vanleeuwen also explained 
the source of many Dutch stamps which 
had apparently been cancelled to order. 
It seems that in Holland, meter permit 
mailers are given cancelled stamps for 
the amount of each metered mailing, 
and the permit holders can specify to 
a certain extent the stamps so cancelled. 
During December, by paying the sur- 
tax over the postage value they may 
obtain the annual Semi-Postal stamps 
so cancelled. Thus meter permit hold- 
ers can often sell the cancelled stamps 
for a fair portion of their postage bill. 
These stamps have full gum, and can 
only be distinguished from others by the 
gum being on them.

offices will come through in style or else 
we underestimate the self control of local 
cacheteers. 22,500 cachets in one week 
is a lot of cachets, in fact about 22,000 
more than the most enthusiastic cachet 
collector can master. From the stand- 
point of stamp collecting this event will 
be an excellent thing, for it is the coup 
de grace to airmail cacheting of the local 
garden variety. As we pointed out last 
week, more and more collectors are de- 
serting cachet collecting for stamp col- 
lecting and air mail week will be most 
beneficial to our hobby in stimulating 
this change. However, we are prepared 
for the worst and await—with yawning 
wastebasket—the stack of cachet notices 
for the week. 

We wonder if this isn’t the time to 
suggest a new airmail stamp?

Perhaps a color 
change, if only to a redder hue, would 
be a good idea at the same time. Un- 
fortunately, the other commonly used 
current stamps appropriate the major 
colors, but we note brown is used only 
on one little used stamp.

Soviet Russia and Japan no longer ex- 
change mail, the former claiming Japan 
had kept all the mail and the plane, too, 
when a Soviet mail plane made a forced 
landing in Manchukuo. We’ve heard of 
many schemes tried by collectors to ob- 
tain “crash covers,” but this is the most 
drastic one yet. 


The capital of Swazieland is one ot 
the smallest in the world, having a pop- 
ulation of around 200, of which the 
native King’s family and retainers repre- 
sent about a third. Mbabane should be 
an uncommon cancel since there couldn’t 
be much postal business among such 
a limited clientele. 


Just where is the dividing line between 
a miniature sheet and a non-miniature 
sheet? We’ve seen sheets termed minia- 
ture which contained 25 stamps, and 
others termed miniature which were only 
issued in sheets of four and not because 
of the miniature sheet craze either.

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Spanish Miniatures 


Some question has been raised as to 
the official status of the miniature 
sheets issued by the rebel authorities and 
the Dec. 15th number of the German 

per “Sammlerweit” produces statis- 
tical evidence of interest. Illustrated is 
the page from the official bulletin of the 
rebel government, dated August 6th, 
1937, which ordered the two miniature 
“Toledo” sheets. One sheet was to con- 
tain a 2 peseta stamp showing the Al- 
cazar of Toledo intact; the other sheet 
also to have a 2 peseta stamp but the 
design to show the patio of the Alcazar 
after “the destruction by the marxists.” 
The blocks were to be continued in issue 
until June 30, 1938. Another document 
illustrated was a deposition by the 
printers, the “Art. Institut Orell Fusli 
Zurich” declaring that 50,000 were de- 
livered to the Burgos government, 5,000 
being imperforate, that all were num- 
bered consecutively, and that plates etc. 
were destroyed in the presence of a rep- 
resentative of the Burgos government. A 
similar deposition from Waterlow & 
Sons, Ltd., declares the two Moroccan 
sheets, each of four different stamps, 
were delivered to an agent of the Bur- 
gos government. 


The S. P. A. Year-Book for the 1937- 
38 fiscal year has just come out and it is 
interesting to note in the Secretary’s re- 
port that more new members were added 
during the year than the average and 
that turnover in “dropped for non-pay- 
ment of dues” was smaller than at any 
time since 1930.

William Henry Harrison 





NINTH PRESIDENT — 1841 


Born February 9, 1773, at Berkeley, 
Va. Died April 4, 1841, at the White 
House. His father was a prominent man 
of the time, being a signer of the Decla- 
ration and Governor of Virginia. Though 
the younger Harrison studied medicine 
he preferred the military life and joined 
the army in 1792. In the campaign of 
General Wayne against the Indians in 
1793-95 Harrison was Wayne’s aide with 
rank of lieutenant. In 1797 he was ap- 
pointed Secretary of the North West 
Territory, which position he resigned to 
become first Territorial Delegate to Con- 
gress. In 1800 he became Governor of 
Indiana Territory which included the 
present states of Indiana, Illinois, Mich- 
igan and Wisconsin and for a while the 
Louisiana Purchase. A capable executive, 
he proved as able in the field against the 
savages, defeating them at Tippecanoe 
in November, 1811. During the War of 
1812 he was commander-in-chief of the 
northwestern district and though often 
hampered by untrustworthy militia he 
managed to hold the territory for the 
United States, his feats in defending 
Fort Meigs and defeating the British and 
Indians at the Thames winning him pop- 
ularity as a hero second only to Jackson. 
After the war he successively held the 
offices of Congressman, Senator, and 
Minister to Colombia and in 1836 was 
Whig candidate for president. He polled 
a large vote and returned again in 1840 
to defeat Van Buren four to one in elec- 
toral votes. Sickness brought on by bad 
weather at the inaugural turned into 
pneumonia and harassed by hordes of 
office-seekers the hero of Tippecanoe 
never recovered, dying on April 4th, just 
a month after taking the oath. Somehow 
Harrison has been passed over in select- 
ing famous Americans for portrayal on 
our stamps. His grandson, Benjamin 
Harrison, twenty-third president, appears 
on our current 13c, as well as that of 
1902. 


A very modernistic set from Southern 
Rhodesia, values 144d to 5/-, are now 
being distributed by us.

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South African Notes 





In his latest annual report, Mr. Len- 
ton, the Union Postmaster-General, ex- 
presses his views on philatelists in terms 
which are certainly vigorous, but, we 
think, not just altogether fair. He writes: 
“It is apparently thought in some quar- 
ters, and indeed I am afraid the belief 
is rather widespread, that the Post Office 
exists, if not wholly, at least in part, for 
the benefit of philatelists. This belief is 
erroneous. It is the function of the Post 
Office to provide certain defined com- 
munication and other services; it has no 
concern with philatelic matters in any 
way whatsoever.”—South African Phila- 
telist. 

Note: The editors of the S. A. Phil. go 
on to comment on the variance of this 
statement with the fact that the Post 
Office insisted on issuing the overprinted 
JIPEX panes instead of some of the 
regular booklet panes with the advertis- 
ing tabs bearing the exhibition imprint 
as requested by the show’s sponsors. It 
was further pointed out that it was the 
Post Office which made the issue limited, 
while the organizers wanted an unlimited 
supply issued. 


Pittsburgh Yearbook 


The yearbook of the Philatelic Society 
of Pittsburgh is at hand and being 
unique or nearly so among such publica- 
tions of local societies a review seems in 
order. The book contains a detailed list 
of all officers of the last 50 years, re- 
ports of activities of the year 1937, 
financial details, and a list of the 136 
members. A peculiar feature of the 
club’s finances is the notation of pur- 
chase of $150 worth of U. S. new issues 
for the investment fund.

PRESIDENTIAL SERIES. 


IT have chewed over lines similar to 
what I am about to divulge here, but I 
think it is in order since we are assured 
that at least part of the long awaited 
new issue will be released during the 
coming year. Well do I remember when 
the now current issue was released. The 
first precancelled items as I remember 
were quickly put out by dealers at fancy 
prices, these being the common denomi- 
nations from the larger cities. Various 
reasons were put forth why they should 
be bought. None of the reasons proved 
to be true because the stamps today are 
worth little more than the day they were 
put out. There is one thing tho that is 
apt to occur when an issue is changing, 
and that occurred when we changed from 
the 1917 issue to the 1922 and if such 
precancels come your way don’t hesitate 
to get them. It is this. There will be 
large stocks of the current issue still in 
Post Office stocks when the new issues 
arrive and what are left generally have 
a habit of getting put in the bottom of 
the pile in the vaults, then after a 
change of precancelling plate and a large 
number of the current issue items ap- 
pearing, up pops some of the past issue 
in the new type. I refer you to Akron 
1917 issue items in type 10. Worcester, 
Mass., 1917 items in type 2. All these 
and a goodly number from several other 
places appeared well after the 1922 
series was under way. Reversely then 
there might be some real scarce precan- 
cels occur on the new issue when after 
a small printing of several values of 
the new issue are made and then the 
plate is changed. None can tell just 
when a plate is going to be changed 
but a broken plate with lines bent etc., 
is a good hint that at any time a new 
plate might appear. This of course is 
not an iron bound rule as some cities 
stick with their old broken plates no 
matter what. A good tip on plates that 
might be changed is to watch the double 
line plates that are now in use. These 
at the best were never too staunch and 
are fast being replaced. Watch out for 
the towns using these plates. Pay good 
prices for the items that bid fair to be 
scarce. Pay only current prices for the 
items that are apt to be current for 
some time. You will have to guess and 
gamble a little but then don’t you 
gamble on any other kind of a stamp 
that you buy? 





CHARLESTOWN, W. VA. 


My friend Geo. Hawse of Washington, 
D. C., has given me a nice line on 
this town and so I pass it on to you who 
are interested. Charlestown lies in the 
panhandle district of West Virginia 
about six miles from Harpers Ferry. It 
is only about two miles from the Vir- 
ginia line to the east and five miles to 
the south. About eight miles north is 
the Maryland state line. It is near the 
junction of the Shenandoah and Po- 
tomac rivers in the Blue Ridge moun- 
tains. The Norfolk and Western and 
B. & O. railroads serve the town and 
is on U.S. Highway No. 340. The pop- 
ulation is around 2,000. The place is 
principally a Xmas user of precancels, 
a U-121 plate being used there now. 
All precancels are pretty scarce from 
Charlestown because there is no big 
user of stamps in the city.

Last of the iia 
Agencies 





The convention for the abolition of 
capitulations for French subjects in 
Zanzibar and British subjects in Mor- 
occo, signed in London last August, came 
into effect on Jan. 1, and as a result 
the British Postal Agencies at Fez and 
Rabat, in the French zone, are being 
closed. 

Four other British agencies were 
closed shortly after the signing of the 
convention, and of the original nine 
offices in Morocco there will remain but 
three—the British office in the interna- 
tional zone at Tangier, and offices in 
the Spanish zone at Tetuan and Larache, 

Correspondence for Fez and Rabat is 
now to be delivered by the Shereefian 
post office. Letters from England must 
be prepaid at the international rates, 
with a minimum of 214d., as against the 
Empire rate of 144d., which has been 
enjoyed for years. 

The closing of the offices will not 
displace any British labour, and arrange- 
ments have been made for the Moorish 
postmen and clerks to be employed as 
far as possible by the Shereefian au- 
thorities. British postal officials are 
still on service in Morocco and in the 
near future a new second-in-command 
of the office at Tangier will be leaving 
London for duty.
